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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by E.B. 
McMillan etal. (U.S. Patent No. 2,956,281). 

Regarding claim 1, E.B. McMillan etal. teaches in figures 1-2 a radome [10] 
having a laminated structure comprising a skin portion [14, 18] and a core portion [16], 
wherein relative dielectric constants of the skin portion [4.0] and the core portion [3.5] 
differ by no more than 1.5 (i.e. 1.14, See col. 4, lines 40-44). 

Regarding claim 2, E.B. McMillan et al. teaches in figures 1-2 the radome 
according to Claim 1 , wherein at least one of the skin portion [14, 18] and the core 
portion [16] has dispersed within it a material having a relative dielectric constant [4.0] 
different from the relative dielectric constants [3.5] of the at least one of the skin portion 
and the core portion in which the material is dispersed. 

Regarding claim 3, E.B. McMillan et al. teaches in figures 1-2 the radome 
according to Claim 1, wherein at least one of the skin portion [14, 18] and the core 
portion [16] includes at least one material selected from the group consisting of BaTi03, 
CaTi0 3 , MgTi0 3 , SrTi0 3 , (Zr, Sn)Ti0 4 , BaTi 4 0 9 , Ba 2 Ti 9 0 2 o, (Mg, Ca)Ti0 3 , Ba(Zr, Ti)0 3 , 
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Ba(Mg, Ta)0 3 , Ba(Zn, Ta)0 3 , BaTi0 4 , W0 3 , Ti0 2 , Bi 4 Ti 3 0i2, BaZr0 3l CaSn0 3 , alumina, 
and silicon (See col. 3, lines 36-40 & col. 4, lines 40-44).
